WASHINGTON, D. C., March 2.—It is 


pretty well settled that the President 
will not sign the Funding bill if sent 
to him by Congress. Secretary Sher- 
man is strongly opposed to the measure 
becoming a law, and in an interview to- 
day said he did not believe it would re- 
ceive the President's signature. The 
Secretary has had a conference rith 
some ot the members of tho Senate 
Finance Committee, and urged them to 
go to the President and give an ex- 
pression to their views against the wis- 
dom of the bill becoming a law. One 
of the members of this committee said 
to your correspondent to-day that Gen- 
eral Garueld informed the President 
yesterday that he ought to interpose hii 
veto, if necessary, to try and prevent 
the bill from becoming operative ; that 
it was dangerous to the financial inter- 
ests of the country, and should receive 
a prompt veto. Since this expression 
on the part of General Garfield, it is 
said the President is inclined to veto 
the bill and not let it die by withholding 
his signature.

WASHINGTON, D. C.. March 2.—It is 


evident now that the Funding bill will 
pass, but there is a report traced to the 
White House that the President will 
veto it. An inmate of the White House, 
closely connected by official relations 
with the President, informed a Michi- 
gan member of congress to-day that the 
bill will be vetoed. This is not entirely 
credited, because it is known that Sec- 
retary Sherman advised Republican con- 
gressmen not to filibuster against the 
bill. 


Cabinet reports to-day are that Alli- 


son will be secretary of the treasury, 
Wayne McVeigh attorney-general, Rob- 
ert Lincoln secretary of war, and Levi 
P. Morton secretary of the navy. Sen- 
ator Kirkwood says he knows nothing 
about the rumor of his appointment as 
•ecretary of the interior; that he has 
not seen Oarfield, and not asked any- 
body about the matter. 


Senator Blaine stated to several Re- 


publican senators last night that Alli- 
son will be secretary of the treasury. 
Blaine said that a few days ago he had 
doubts about Allison, but now he is 
satisfied that Allison will be appointed. 


Senator Windom is mentioned as 


Secretary ol the treasury, but the gen- 
eral opinion holds to Allison. 


A member of the senate judiciary 


committee said to day tbat nothing will 
be done with the nominations ol Matth- 
iws and Billings.

npnttorn will organize the committees 
immediately after the new senate meets, 
and will act promptly^on all nomina- 
tions. The Chinese treaty will probably 
be considered, but the extra session of 
the senate will adjourn betora the va- 
cancy from Wisconsin can be filled, and 
that wilt leave (he senate Democratic 
until the forty-seventh congress meets.
